wona, aoma, aad apavla. Tbay are given 
Btoat aioallcnt waatmeni by a nurre 
in charge. No vetoriaary aurgoon is 
employed, because, as the superfii. 
tendent thinks, he would manage I)rofe^- 
sionally to prtilong their Ill-health. An 
apothecary snop is attached, and the hornes 
are given a physic every spring on (general 
]>riuciples. Whan the feet beconm in flamed, 
as the very fraquaatly do, tho hostler stuffs 
the hoof wlUl oiUmeal, and with proper 
raat tbay are aoon relieved. Eighteen 
ikoan are aoaataatly employed at Weatarn 
araaaa, aad nearly one hundred horses are 
kaadlad la tba ahops daily. Spenking of 
tka large atablea Foreman Merartliy aaid 
that the halter-etraps were no fixed on an 
iron rod controllod by a lever, tluu the horses 
may all instantly b« turned lo'we in the 
event of fire. The slaMes are kept warm 
and Hweet-amelUng by the use of lime, and 
b(vldiug stuff ia made af pine shavings. 
With the pateat grooming brusltea. worked 
bj revolving epiadlaa Uke a deotiat'a drill, 
a borae ia tbaroagbly aleaaed In half 
■aiauta, aad tbua aaa aaa parfanna the 
walk af tklrljr. ITai aaarlj la many aboes 
mn drcppcd If tba btMaa aa iba atone 
IBEMMitlJl ftBNriS.. fhtN VM a tina.

A good horse in the ear service lasts, on 
an average, about eight years; *some eitra 
animals run as long as ten or twelve years ; 
others are unfit for use In a twelvemonth, 
Whea worn eut, they ate sold to farmers at 
prloaa ranging f^em 92fi to $75. Upon the 
aoft, aseiat aod of rural land tb^aflaa 
baaome rejuvenated and tiaeful.
